THE ESMERALDA SAILS, 

Dr. A. M. Soteldo, long Venezuelan minis 
ter here, informs the associated press that dis- 
patches received today from the most reliable 
sources in Mexico, state that the Mexican 
government ordered the insurgent Chilian 
cruiser Esmeralda to leave the harbor of Aca- 
pulco. The commander cf the vessel said he 
was willing to leave, but his ship had no sails 
and could not depart without steam power. 
The government then allowed the Esmeralda 
to take enough coal to carry the order into 
effect, and she received 250 tons, her ordinary 
consumption being fifty tons per day. The 
Esmeralda sailed on the 26th instant immedi- 
ately after receiving her coal allowance.

FOR WAR VESSELS WILL PROTECT 
TEEM FOR AWHILE. 2 


ENGLAND ACCEPS THE PROPOSITION 


Fora Closed Season Pending Arbitration. | 
United States Vessels on the 


Way to Behring Sea. 


WasnHinaton, May 28.—The president this 
afternoon received a cipher dispatch, from 
Minister Lincoln, at London, saying that off- , 
cial notice had been given in the house of 
commons that a bill would be introduced on 
Monday to authorize the queen to prohibit 
British subjects from taking seals in Behring 


sea. The question engaged the president’s 


principal attention today, and he had confer- 
ences at different times on its various phases 
with Secretary Foster, Secretary Tracy and 
Secretary Proctor and Acting Secretary of 
State Wharton. One point considered was the 
advisability of sending war vessels to Behring 
sea to reinforce the revenue cutters in prevent- 
ing the taking of seals in case a closed season 
is decided upon. This fleet would, of course, 
co-operate with the English war ships now in 
those waters in the enforcement of the agree- 
ment as concluded. It is understood that the 
secretary of the navy reported that there are 
three naval vessels that could be prepared for 
this service without much delay. oe 
GIVES GREAT SATISFACTION. 

News of Goschen’s action was received with 
satisfaction at the state department. Gefier- 
ally it is taken as an indication that the 
British government is preparing to accept the 
condition imposed: by the president as a pre- 
liminary to arbitration and cause British ves 
sels to refrain from sealing meantime. The 
fixed period for the cessation of sealing, re- 
ferred to by Mr. Goschen, probably means the 
remainder of the season. During this time 
the arbitrators (foritisto be presumed that 
the British government's action carries with 
itan acceptance of the terms of arbitration 
held out by the president during the corre- 
spondence) will have an opportunity to reach 
an agreement. ° 

A QUESTION TO BE SETTLED. 

In the event that the point of arbitration is 
not reached, it may be that some time will be 
consumed in sending an expert commissioner 
to Alaska to investigate the real condition of 
the rookeries and settle the question which is 
still at issue between the governments of 
Great Britain and the United States as to 
whether what is known as ‘‘Pelagic sealing,’ 
or killing seals in the open sea on their way 
to and from the shore rookeries, is really as 
destructive to seal life as has been reported by 
a United States treasury agent. 

Early in the correspondence on the subject, 
when Secretary Blaine suggested to Lord Sal- 
isbury that the British government keep seal- 
ing vessels of its subjects out of 1 
waters, Lord Salisbury replied that this could 
be done only 1 act in council or through

And the Lumber Dealers Sticking to Their 
ment, 

New Yor«, May 28.—The report that some 
of the Jumber dealers would open their yards 
today, and that they had seceded from their 
original agreement, was emphatically denied 
this morning at the headquarters of the Lum- 
ber Dealers’ Association. It is shown by sta- 
tistics that jthe consumption of lumber in 
the building trade was reduced the first week 
of the strike about 80 per cent, and the second 
week over 95 per cent. 

The estimated loss in wages by workmen 
thrown out of employment du 
the first week of the strike amoun 
to about $250,000 and during the second 
week toabout $450,000. Should the strike 
continue until next week, it is said fully 20,000 
men will be thrown out of work by the stop- 

age of building operations. The tie-up isalso 

ing severely felt in Albany, Buffalo and 

Tonawanda, where a large number of canal 
men are lying idle. 

One of the dealers said today, that, should 
the present condition of affairs continue much 
longer, it would be pretty severe on some of 
the dealers, ifit did not force them out of 
business altogether.

Suffering Among the Striking Miners in the 
Coke Regions. 

ScoTTDALE, Pa., May 28.—The rush of -the 
old men for work at the various plants contin- 
ues. In most instances, however, they are 
turned off with an excuse and given to under- 
stand that their services are not needed. Hun- 


dreds of old miners are drifting from one 


works to another in the vain hope of finding 
work, but everywhere they o they 
are met with the same statement: “No work 
now.” This simply means that the black list 
has gone through the regions and a man re- 
fused at one works is certain to be refused at 
another. Asa result they are eitheripreparing 
to leave this district for another field, or are 
drifting aimlessly about and more homes have 
been broken up by the strike that has just 
closed than by all the strikes that have pre- 
ceded this most gigantic failure. 
HUNDREDS OF FAMILIES DESTITUTE. 
Reports are coming in hourly of the hopeless 
destitution of hundreds of families. Hereto- 
fore many of them have been given credit at 
the stores, owing to the idea that at some time 
or other they would return to work. When 
the operators refused them work, however, 
they were at their wit’s end. No work, no 
supplies and no credit, hundreds of them are 
ay in a far worse condition than they were 
atany time during the strike. Hundreds of 
others are living on a bare subsistence, and 
had it not been for their garden uct, 
that every miner takes a pride in, before this 
they would have been obliged to do more than 
ask their neighbors for temporary assistance.

SUDDEN DEATH OF JUDGE BRECK- 


INRIDGE, OF MISSOURI, 


INTHE PRESBYTERIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


At Detroit, Mich.—He Had Just Finished His 
Speech on the Briggs Case—The 
Southern Assembly. 


Derrorr, Mich., May 28.—In the Presbyte- 
tian general assembly the devotional exer- 
cises, in which there was marked earnest- 
ness in seeking divine aid in the emergency 
thrust upon the assembly by the Briggs case, 
were closed by singing, Blessed Be the Tie 
that Binds.” 

Dr. Patton said he would not speak long, 
but only a word of explanation. 

Nou are no doubt ready to credit our com- 
mittee with a desire to do simply what is best. 
Recognizing our liability to error, we have 

only a desire to do what is de 
manded dy the exigencies ofjthe case, 
in a spirit of kindness, and recogniz- 
ing the rights of all parties concerned. 
Our report is unanimous, although proposi- 
tions were made for different action, but after 
a full discussion we could see no course but 
that we took. The past, present and future 
were fully weighed. If the discussion brings 
new light we will welcome it. We are ready 
to give a reason for every decision we have 
made, We hope there will be no long debate, 
although we are prepared for it. e hope 
it will be conducted in the same spirit that 
has actuated the committee.“ 

The debate was opened by Professor Smith, 
of Lane Theological seminary, who spoke for 
two hours in opposition to the action recom- 
mended by the committee. 

Debate was continued by Dr. Dickey, of 
Philadelphia; Dr. Frances, of Cincinnati, and 
Dr. Evans, who spoke two hours in defense of 
Dr. Briggs. 

JUDGE BRECKINRIDGE SPEAKS. 

After recess, debate on Dr. Briggs was re- 
sumed, and Judge S. J. Breckinridge. of St. 
Louis, a member of the board on theological 
seminaries, and one of the most eminent law- 
vers in the south, stated the legal points in 
the case. 

Years and years ago, he said, Union semi- 
nary used to be independent, but in 1881 it be- 
came Presbyterian, and, of course, the assem- 
bly from that time controlled the appoint- 
ments. If we don’t *ote now, said he, we 
néver can. Dr. Logan’s amendment for de- 
ferring action is impracticable. We view the 
transfer.from one chair to another the same as 
an appointment. We can do nothing wisely 
except disapprove. I think it is as wise not to 
assign reasons. A judge sometimes cannot 
give all the reasons for his decisions on the 
bench. But, without assigning other reasons, 
it does seem to me that the mind of thechurch 
for some months has been anxious and that we 
should relieve it. : 

His last words were: Now gentlemen, I 
feel that I have discharged my duty and wish 
to be excused from further speaking.“

, The Baltimore people proposed to pay for 
the stock if they could secure acontrolling in- 
terest. A meeting was held yesterday after- 
noon, at which nothing was accomplished, and 
it was supposed the matter would be settled 
today. At today’s meeting, however, nothing 
was done,as not enough stock was repre- 
sented to take action. It is understood 
that less than twenty shares were 
represented. The advisability of the sale was 
thoroughly discussed at the meeting, and it 
seemed to be the almost unanimous wish of 
those present to sell. Several stockholders 
took it upon themselves, after seeing that no 
action could be taken today, to solicit stock to 
be offered to the syndicate at par. It is be- 
lieved that nearly every dollar of the stock 
owned in Macon will be sold. 

The rather sensational feature of the prop- 
osition is the rumor that it comes from Robin- 
son. Robinson, it is said, is still anxious to 
secure the Georgia Southern, and in making 
this trade gets it about one-third cheaper than 
by the former agreement. 

It is generally conceded by those in a posi- 
tion to know that Robinson is the power behind 
the throne, and altheugh the proposition 
comes through a well-known party here, and 
a large stockholder in the company, such has 
not been made public. Very few will lose on 
the original investment, if the saleis made, 
and it is the general desire that it be done. 
President Sparks has not been present at the 
meetings, and it is not considered certain 
whether or not he favors a sale. W. W. 
Collin, however, does, and urges it. The 
stockholders will take definite action as soon 
as a majority of the stock can be heard from.

HARDIN IS IN JAIL. 


The Murderer of Mr. H. D. Loyd Held n 
Macon.

above diseases, or any contagious or pestilential 
disease, or wi an serv connected 
therewith, any person whose attendance is not 
necessary, orto whom there is danger of con- 
tagion thereby.

It will be a relief to all to learn that 
the first reports about the Ryan failure 
were very much exaggerated. 

The estimates of Mr. Ryan’s liabilities 
and of his assets turn out to have been 
mere guess-work, and instead of owing 
nearly $2,000,000, the amount is now 
understood to be less than $1,000,000, 
against which must be placed assets worth 
about $800, 000. 

So, what appeared to be a tremendous 
collapse, now begins to assume & more 
encouraging appearance. 

In most cities such a failure, with the 
exaggerated rumors growing out of it, 
would have been a distinctly felt shock 
in commercial and financial circles, and 
disastrous results would have followed. 

But it is a noteworthy fact that noth-

was twice as bad as it turns out to be 
it was not even feared that it would 
affect business, or be felt in financial 
circles. 

And they were right. Beyond the gos- 
sip that such an event naturally caused,

the commercial world—not a tremor to 
indicate the slightest disturbance of its

any outsiders with it. The fact is now 
known that the banks were all amply 
secured, and they will get their money 
without delay. Nor has anything devel- 
oped that will’ lead to apprehensions 
concerning the safety of other business 
ventures. Everything in Atlanta is as 
solid as her own Piedmont granite base. 
This is the way Atlanta does business. 
And it is a mighty good way, with no 
reckless confidence, no trusting to chances, 
no tempting fate about it. Our level- 
headed financiers know what they are 
about. They do not risk their capital. 
They are not at the mercy of a few ac- 
cidents tand misfortunes. The calamity 
that lays them low must be far-reaching 
and national in its sweep, and even then 
they are better prepared to meet it than 
the bankers of the north and west.

A Reasonable Request. 

The citizens residing on Peachtree and the 
neighboring streets have decided to appeal 
through a committee to the city council and 
request that body to instruct the Atlanta 
Street Railway Company to furnish con- 
ductors on their cars.

These are reasonable grounds for the re- 
quest, and it strikes us that the present pro- 
gressive company holding the ownership of 
the Atlanta street railways will be inclined 
to accommodate their patrons without wait- 
ing for the interference of council. When 
the facts of the case receive due con- 
sideration we believe that the company will 
readily and cheerfully furnish the conductors 
asked for. In fact, it is difficult to see what 
reasons they could bring forward to support 
them in any other course. 

We trust that the interference of the 
council will not be necessary. We believe 
that the company will — to the wishes 
of the public. 


A Campaign Without Arguments. 

The arguments against free coinagd are 
conspicuous by their absence. The gold- 
bugs do not use arguments; they have none 
to use, but resort toevery subterfuge that 
ingenuity can devise. They constantly fill 
the air with cries of alarm, and by this in- 


cessant croaking seek to create doubt and 


confusion in the minds of men. Analyze all 
they say and there is nothing in it. It takes 
monumental effrontery to conduct a cam- 
paign without argument, but the goldbugs 
are equal to the emergency. They seek to 
continue conditions which enslave men, and 
to effect their purpose they work on the 
fears of the timid.

When you see people claiming to be wiser 
than everybody else, but refusing to give 
any good reason for their position, you may 
safely question their motives. ‘Nine times 
out of ten they have an ulterior purpose in 
view, and on that account are seeking to in- 
timidate and crush investigation by their 
owlish pretensions to a monopoly of wisdom. 
The principal occupation of the great finap- 
cial minds of the east is to keep up the con- 
fusion which has so long obscured the truth 
and kept the public from reforming the in- 
iquitous system of finance which gives the 
rich every facility for squeezing the poor. 

A Change of Dates. 

The St. Louis Republic is edited in a 
marvelous way. One instance of its versa- 
tility is worth noting. Not many days ago 
The New York Sun printed a report of an 
interview between President Cleveland and 
Senator Gorman, which took place some 
time between the 15th and 20th of October, 
1888.’’

To these elements it was aggravating and 
mystifying when Governor Hill consented 
to become the democratic candidate for Uni- 
ted States senator, and yet, judged from a 
party standpoint, it was very simple. The 
situation was a peculiar one. No other dem- 
ocratic candidate could have consolidated 
the entire democratic vote in the legislature, 
and yet it was essential to party harmony— 
essential to the zuccess of the prep- 
arations that are making for the 
campaign of 1892— that no mistake 
should be made.

If the party calls on him to be a can- 
didate again he will accept. He knows the 
importance of this preliminary campaign, 
and he will lead the democracy to a victory 
so significant that it will have a powerful 
effect on the campaign of 1892. 

What the country wants is more “peanut 
statesmen’ like David Bennett Hill.

Ex-Gengressman Clements came down from 
Rome yesterday oh an important mission. He 
will go before the United States court today 
and ask that appraisement proceedings be 
commenced in connection with the purchase 
of the Chickamauga park lands by the govern- 
ment. 

Under the law,“ said he, is given the 
power to appropriate the lands which are to 
compose the park, and then have the United 
States courts appraise it. The secretary of 
war and the park commission have already 
notified the owners of the land that 
they have entered upon it. They have engi- 
neers there now laying it off, and I have come 
to Atlanta to begin appraisement proceedings 
tomorrow, and ask that the court appoint ap- 
praisers. He will. appoint. them at an early 
day, and it will not be long before all the land 
is valued and paid for by the government, 
There has been considerable disagreement be- 
tween the secretary of war and the owners as 
to the price of the lands. There is no disposi- 
tion on the part of the secretary of war to get 
the lands for less than their full value, but he 
cannot afford to pay asum greatly in excess of a 
fair price. I do not think the owners intend to be 
unreasonable, but in many cases they have been 
led to believe the land has recently enhanced 
in value much more than it really has. After 
all, perhaps the appraisement plan is the best. 
Doubtless intelligent, upright and impartial 
men will be appointed, and under their work 
all the owners will fare alike, and I have no 
doubt the owners, as well as the government, 
will in the main be satisfied. -

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Out in the North Would Be Utterly 
impracticable in the South. 


Governor Bullock has been interviewed at 
considerable length by Carson Lake, the well- 
known gossi por of The New York Press, in the 
issue of that paper of May 24th. 

The governor gives his views upon the negro 
question. The interviewer refers at the out- 
set to the conferences held at Lake Mohonk, 
One each year in the interest of the Indian, 
the other in the interest of the negro. From 
June 2d to June 6th, of this year, the confer- 
ence of the negro will be held, and the char- 
acter of the conference will be indicated by 
the fact that Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbot presides 
in discussing this conference. 

In reply to questions put to him, Governor 
Bullock said: 

„While I sympathize with every effort in 
the direction of making the negro a better cit- 
izen, I do not agree with many very worthy 
gentlemen in the north as the means whereby 
that end may be accomplished. Theories 
which might possibly be worked out here in 
‘the north would be utterly impracticable in 
the south. For instance, the question of 
‘Mixed or Separate Schools’ is not even a de- 
batable question with us. The impossi- 
bility of mixed schools is universally 
understood by us, and every effort 
in that direction has von disad- 
vantagecus to the negro. It is in opposition 
to the statutes of our states and to the senti- 
ment of our people, and all effort from 
to encourage or compel co-education of the 
races will retard the sentiment now growing 
in favor of free education and be very hurtful 
to the negro’s best interest. What he most 
needs is greater facilities for rudi- 
mentary education in the rural dis- 
tricts. The overgenerous donations of 
the philanthropic north stimulated by 
the pure missionary spirit of the teachers from 
the north, have given the negroes abundant 
opportunity for classical education; but there 
is no fieid of useful employment for them after 
they acquire it, in the communities where they 
live, except as preachers and teachers. These 
lines seem to be rather overstocked, and the 
lower grades of industry become less attractive 
to them because of their superior education. 

It is a commendable fact,” continued the 
governor, that the managers of our colored 
universities, realizing these conditions, are 
yearly adding to and widening out their facili- 
ties for physical training and technological 
teaching. On the lines of being a better or 
skilled artisan—a wiser farmer, understanding 
the chemical relations of soil and crop—tbe 
field of usefulness for the negro scholar is un- 
limited and he is sure of pecuniary profit. The 
colored people return for taxation over $12,- 
000,000 worth of property; but it is within 
bounds to say that not 1 per cent of that 
great total is returned by men who are 
classical graduates of the universities. 
There is no ‘prejudice’ against the negro with 
us, and therefore nothing need be done to 
‘emancipate’ him. Whatever prejudice exists 
is against the political policy which enfran- 
chised the negro and made him an equal citi- 
zen. My own conviction is that the best 
remedy for that condition is non-interference. 
The negro’s civil and political rights are well 
defined in the constitution and laws of the 
United States and of the several states, and 
with another twenty-five years of experience 
and eu which may 1 be ex- 
pected from the last, all prejudice will disap- 
pear and the negro will exercise his civil and 
political rights with the willing coneurrence 
of the communities where he lives.“ 

Governor Bullock was further asked for his 
opinion concerning the progress made by the 
—. 24 race; replying to that question he 
said: 

Written history does not record the equal of 
the progress made by the African race from 
slavery up to their present status, and much of 
this progress has been accomplished in spite of 
mistaken zeal among their friends outside the 
states in which they live. There is no better— 
no equal—labor class anywhere. The unparal- 
leled progress of the south in the increase of 
her crops and in her material development is 
in large measure due to the reliable labor of the 
negro. Heis appreciated at his full worth 
among the people where he lives. The friction 
growing out of his emancipation and enfran- 
chisement becomes less and less each year 
and he is rapidly rising to his undisputed 
place asa man and a citizen. How the lite of 
the negro race can be elevated through the 
family and the homes must be answered through 
the moral lessons he receives from his relig- 
ious teachers and the example of his fellow 
citizens. Great progress has already been made 
in the proper direction by reason of the 
husband and father having * protection for 
his rights as a husband and father, and the 
sacredness of the home relation is rapidly be- 
coming understood and appreciated by the ne- 

oes in our section. The outcome of the Mo- 

onk conferences will be to reach a better un- 
derstanding of this vexed question, and I only 
regret that I cannot be there, and that more. 
southern men who understand this question 
do not attend them.“

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THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Again duliness was the most 
prominent feature of the stock market, and dealings 
were further contracted to the smallest number of 
stocks traded in for a long time, while the fluctuations 
were strictly upons parity with the amount of busi- 
ness done. The operations of the day, in fact, were prin- 
cipally confined to the efforts of the trading element to 
scalp a few fractions on the short side for a quick 
turn, though London had a few orders sent to the 
Union Pacific, Louisville and Nashville and St. Paul in 
the early trading, and the usual proportion of regular 
business. The operations in St. Paul were on a de- 
cidedly smaller scale than usual of late, and Burling- 
ton fairly disputed its leadership in the market, owing 
toan unfavorable statement for the month of April. 
The statement, however, was sufficient to make only 
a small fractional gain in stock. There was little or 
nothing done in the Gould stocks, and of these Wabash 
preferred was the most prominent, without any ma- 
terial change. St. Paul was severely pounded by the 
traders for a time, but its usual support was forthcom- 
ing, and no impression was made uponit. The mar- 
ketopened slightly lower than last evening, but the
